Staff, Save $35,000 


Consolidation of the county welfare departm ent under one 
roof and a reorganization of space in its new Fourth street 
office in San Rafael should result in a reduction of \0\/2 per­ 
sons in the size of its staff at a saving of “335,000 or more per 
year in salaries,” the board of supervisors was told this morning. 


Mrs. Charles F. White, chairman of the county grand jury 
welfare committee, presented to the supervisory an administra­ 
tive survey' of the welfare department prepared for the grand 
Jury by the accounting firm of 
McGee Denies 


SACRAMENTO OP)—Nobody is 
getting money he is not entitled to, 
McGee said today in the wake of 
the announcement by a senator 
that he will investigarte the work 
projects run by California prisons 
to keep inmates busy. 
The working prisoners, 
about 
3.100 of them, earn an average 
'wage of only six cents an. hour. 
They make license plates at Fol­ 
som, for example, and run a cot­ 
ton mill at San Quentin. But Sen. 
Robert I. McCarthy (D-S.F.) said 
that preliminary investigation has 
raised the question 
that 
there 
might be payroll padding .at San 
Quentin’s slaughter house project. 
McCarthy, brother of Marin Sen. 
Jack McCarthy, said, the record- 
keeping might be bad, too. He is. 
chairman of the Senate committee 
on Correctional Institution», which 
will ask McGee to report to it at 
a meeting next month. 
McGee, in an interview, said: 
“It isn't a question of 'padding 
payrolls or errors in accounting. 
“It’s merely a question of man­ 
agerial judgment as to how these 
funds should, be divided, between 
the slaughterhouse and, the prison, 
hog ranch.” 
He said the committee could 
have cleared up the payroll point 
to, four minutes at .San. 'Quentin 
and learned that the four prison­ 
ers who work full time at slaugh­ 
tering work 75 per cent of the time 
on the hog ranch. 
'WILL' TESTIFY 
McGee said he will testify glad­ 
ly and tell the senators all they 
wish to know. 
He defended the 
department’s goal of keeping able- 
bodied prisoners busy. 
He said he would like to pro­ 
vide jobs for a thousand 
other 
prisoners who are able to work. 
The total prison 
population Is 
about 15.200. 
"We’d like very much for some­ 
one to help us. I hope the com­ 
mittee will.” 
McGee, who has headed Califor­ 
nia’s prison system since 1944, said 
the main reason for prison indus­ 
try is to keep 
prisoners 
busy. 
Otherwise, he said, they will be 
more apt to cause trouble, such 
as riots. 
a n s w e r t o M cC arth y 
That was his answer to McCar­ 
thy’s statement that he is puzzled 
why one prison will show a profit 
and another a loss in running the 
same kind of industrial activity, 
‘ We don’t run industries only for 
profit,” he

Marin's Final Budget Tops 
$18 Million For Record High 


Marin County has a record total 
budget requirement of $11,4*79,175, 
including the cost of county gov­ 
ernment, school», most local dis­ 
tricts and welfare program», the 
final budget showed today. This 
Is an increase of $2,169,014 more 
than last fiscal year. 
Printed copie» of the budget, 
now available to the public at the 
auditor's office, were presented to 
the supervisors this morning by 
Deputy Auditor Bert BroemmeL 
The final budget showed that 
$7,934,362.53 must be raised from 
direct property taxes, more than 


a million, dolíais, higher than, last 
year’s $6.855,634. 
Although schools, as usual In 
recent years, took more than half 
of 
the 
taxpayer’» 
dollar 
and 
reached record height*, their per- 
ceneage of the total expenditure 
decreased. Cost of county govern­ 
ment, included roads, grew faster 
than did school expenditure*. Last 
year 53.8 rents, of every property 
tax dollar went to' schools, while 
this year only 51.1 cents per dollar 
is to be so spent. 
In comparison, county govern­ 
ment, which cost 34.5 cents per

risen to 37.5 cents this year. Dis­ 
tricts under local boards remained 
exactly the same at 7.8 cents per 
dollar, while state and federally 
controlled welfare programs rose 
from 2.1 cent» to 2.6 cents, and 
the districts under the board of 
supervisors declined from 1.5 cents 
to 1.3 cents. 
Total expenditures in the budget 
do not take into consideration the 
operations of Marin Municipal 
Water District an dspecial assess­ 
ment districts formed for financ­ 
ing of improvements to a specific 
are'», and. include only to the ex­ 
tent of bond retirement Marin 
Hospital District and North Marin 
Water District. 
The total budget requirement 
for schools was $10,388,390, an in­ 
crease of $937,000 more than last 
year. Included in this sum is 
$4,050,190 in local taxes, the rest 
from state and federal aid and 
other income «urces. 
County government will spend a 
| total of $5,530,343, of which $2,- 
978,395 comes from the local prop­ 
erty tax and the rest from other 
sources. When added to $175,1.10 
being expended for districts under 
the supervisors’ control, the board 
of supervisors controls a total of 
30.9 per cent of the budget. 
The final budget, Broemmel 
pointed out, showed no change to 
the basic county tax rate as voted 
by the supervisors. The basic rate 
of $2,31 will be assessed to the 
areas where the county library tax 
is not in effect. It will, be $2.39 in 
most of the county where the 
library tax is charged. 
This, of course is not the total 
tax, residents of Marin will pay... 
To this is added the various school, 
special district, water and other 
levies applicable to their particu­ 
lar localities. This range, from as 
low .as $3.54 for residents of 'La­ 
guna Joint School District, to $8 
for residents of Bolinas and $9.25 
per $100 valuation for residents of 
Mill Valley Annex No. 1.

More Beds Needed 
At Marin General 


Marin General Hospital, urgent­ 
ly need* additional beds, and the 
hospital board decided last night 
to thrash out the problem with 
the Medical Advisory Board. 
No date for the special meeting 
was set, but 'board President John 
F. O’Connell announced he would 
call a meeting “some night” to talk 
It over. 
"Tonight we haven’t an empty 
bed In the house,” said Dr. Wilson 
Goddard, medical chief of staff, 
who announced he was requested 
by unanimous vote of the medical 
advisory group to seek more beds 
to meet the "urgent need.” 
In the meantime, at the request 
of the board of directors, Dr. God­ 
dard said he would ask the doc­ 
tors for report» on how many pa­ 
tients are turned away because of 
lack of space. 
i During the last six months, by 
rough count, about 180 or 200 
patient» were turned away. Ad­ 
ministrator William Weeks report­ 
ed. Me said these figures do not 
give an accurate picture because 
doctors often art too occupied to 


keep official, tab of the turnaways. 
.Furthermore, when it Is known, 
that Marin General 1» full, patients 
go to another hospital without 
seeking entry at Marin General. 
Referring to the figure of .180, 
O’Connell remarked, "Even this 
astounds me . . . I think it would 
be worthwhile to ~et more Infor­ 
mation on the number of tum- 
aways by each doctor.” 
Dr. Goddard cited one example 
of a doctor having to turn down 
six prospective patients in one 
week. 
Overall hospital occupancy rate 
in September was 83.2 per cent as 
compared with 85.2 per cent in 
August, Weeks reported. But this 
month the utilization rate was 
running about 86.5 per cent again. 
In. September, surgical and med­ 
ical ward» ran better than 95 per 
cent occupancy, but pediatric» 
dropped to a new low of 68.0 per 
cent. Pediatric» in past months 
had been running as high as 107 
per cent and even 118 per cent of 
capacity.

Marin 
County's salary schedule and the 
duties of its more than 500 em­ 
ployees is being considered by the 
board of supervisors. 
The matter came before the 
board this morning to a request 
from Assessor George Hall for 
salary increases for two of his key 
employees. .Deputy Auditor .Bert 
Broemmel told 'the board he fav­ 
ored an outside analysis of the 
entire county salary setup so as 
to equalize salaries and work load 
both 
between 
department» 
in 
Marin and in comparison, with 
other counties. Broemmel said such 
an analysis has not been made in 
five years. 
Supervisor Vera Schultz sug­ 
gested that 'the state Personnel 
Board be called in to make the 
study, which Broemmel estimated 
Would cost approximately $8,000. 
When other board members seemed 
undecided and. William Fusselman 
declared the Job analysis was not 
needed, “that should be the re­ 
sponsibility of 
the 
department 
heads,” she withdrew her motion 
and agreed with the others to put 
off a decision until Nov. 3. 
Meanwhile, the board will meet 
with Broemmel to discuss the pur­ 
poses and needs for different kinds 
of surveys in an effort to reach a 
decision.

The 14-year-old student body

Involuntary Blood Test 


Gets Nod Of Top Court 


W ASHINGTON ÍU.B — The Su­ 
prem e Court by a 6 to 2 vote yes­ 
terday dismissed a California mo­ 
torist’s claim th a t his constitution­ 
al rights against self-incrim ination 
were violated when he was forced 
to take a blood test after being 
arrested for drunken driving. 
The court said the record in the 
case ‘‘fails to establish th a t a fed­ 
eral question is presented." The 
court heard argum ents on the case 
last week. 
Justices Stanley F. Reed and 
W illiam 
O. 
Douglas 
dissented. 
Chief Justice Earl W arren, form er 
governor of California, did not 
participate. 
The m otorist. M arvin 8. W alton 
of Palo Alto, claimed the "invol­ 
u ntary” blood test was adm inis­ 
tered a t a San Jose police station. 
He was sentenced to 90 days im ­ 
prisonm ent and fined $500 last 
year after a jury trial In Palo Alto 
M unicipal Court, 
The prosecution contended th a t 
W alton agreed to take the test 
after first balking. 
W alton said he was told he had 
to subm it to th e test “or else” and 


th a t while he was still protesting, 
a policeman rolled up his sleeves 
and another injected a needle into 
his arm and extracted the blood. 
The prosecution said the blood 
contained enough alcohol to result 
in intoxication. 
In 1952 th e Suprem e Court held 
th a t it was unconstitutional for 
polict to use a stom ach pum p on 
a m an who had swallowed some 
m orphine pills. B ut it has not ruled 
so far on alleged involuntary blood 
tests.

The state loan was rejected by 
a vote of 2,,833 for and 2,226 against.. 
The $1 override tax for a five- 
year period required only a sim ­ 
ple 
m ajority 
to 
pass. 
R eturns 
showed 3,158 no votos to 1,742 yes,..

land.

“some of the finest recreational 
beaches left in M onterey Bay— 
the sand is clean, white and good;

He and De M ars said the city 
has rights of way to the prop­ 
erties and proposes an additional 
one. 
Newton B. Drury, chief of the 
“Division of Beaches and Parks, 
com mented: "W ithout going into 
the m atter further, I can say the 
división is very favorable toward 
this project and has agreed th at 
it should be in priority one in 
the m aster plan of state beach 
acquisitions.”

D rury said there is $400.000 of 
state park funds already allocated 
for additional acquisitions of parks 
in the M onterey area. De Mars, 
when asked of 'the county could 
contribute m atching funds, said he 
could, not com m it the B oard' of 
Supervisors 
but felt

would agree to' discuss it.

Earlier, the De­ 
fense Department had said it dis­ 
patched a 66-passenrer plane to 
pick up the touring Senate Ap­ 
propriations Committee members 
at Madrid because it didn’t have 
regular transport from th at area 
on the dates the senators wanted 
to return. 
The new Pentagon 
statem ent 
said that the request 
of 
Sen. 
Dennis Chavez (D-NM .), another 
Appropriations Committee member 
who plans to fly back from Europe 
Nov. 3, a special flight planned to 
fetch him has been canceled. 
Chavez said last week he had 
“requested nothing” by the way of 
a special flight.

McClellan suggested to newsmen 
th at the Republicans in charge of

WASHINGTON CU.PJ — Leaders 
in the nation’s hog belt generally 
applauded the adm inistrator’s new 
pork-buying program today but 
some said it is too little and too 
late. 


Secretary of Agriculture Ezra T. 
Benson announced the program 
late yesterday in an effort to give 
sagging hog prices a boost and to 
give Midwestern hog raisers a po­ 
litical lift. 


Under the program, the govern­ 
ment will “as soon as practicable * 
begin buying about 85 million dol­ 


lars worth of dressed pork and 
lard to “assist farmers in adjust­ 
ing their production to m arket de­ 
mand.” 
E. Howard Hill, president of the 
Iowa Farm Bureau Federation, said 
“I'm glad ■they’re moving on it. 
This is a good move. ’ But Fred

Farmers Union, called the action 
“entirely too little and too late.”

Blazing Oil 
Tossed High 
Over Town 
HAWKINS. Tex. (JPy— Daring oil 
field fire-fighters swarmed to this 
little east Texas town today for a 
desperate effort at snuffing out a 
runaway well throwing a plume of 
burning gas 200 feet into the air. 
The towering torch lighted the 
entire community ail night. 
The well has spewed only burn­ 
ing gas into the air, causing much 
excitement but little damage to the 
surrounding town of 2,000. 
A change in the underground 
pressure could force great streams 
of oil from the well and send waves 
of the burning fluid over nearby 
streets and lots. 
Three frame houses and one 
brick home are in the immediate 
danger area. Their residents were 
evacuated. 
Primary danger to nearby build­ 
ings is not from the flames but 
from blasts of nitroglycerine or 
other explosives th at the fire­ 
fighters prepared to use in an 
effort to snuff out the torch. 
The well is only two blocks from 
the business district and is dan­ 
gerously near homes. 
Hawkins is in them idst of the 
huge East Texas oil field, and as 
a cafe owner, E. T. Petty, said, 
“There's a well on every lot.” 
The well blew out with a deafen­ 
ing roar early yesterday afternoon. 
It caught fire about 5 p m., proba­ 
bly from a spark from stones 
striking together as they were 
blown from the hole under the tre­ 
mendous pressure of the gas.

Committee investigators said the 
Navy snafu cost the taxpayers 200 
milion dollars in planes and jet 
engines and the lives of four pilots. 
The Navy estimated the cost of 
the Westinghouse Jet engine pro­ 
gram—exclusive of some 60 planes 
involved—at 105 million dollars. 
Russell said the jet engines were 
not a total loss—he testified they 
would be put to good use in re­ 
search and for ground training of 
plane mechanics.

SACRAMENTO (ll.R) — Official! 
at McClellan Air Force Base today 
asked residents in the area sur­ 
rounding Beale AFB near Marys­ 
ville to take “in stride” the noise 
to be caused by FlOO jets breaking 
the sound barrier over Beale. 
McClellan officials said 
flight 
tests in which the planes will 
break through the sound barrier 
at altitudes of 30,000 to 50,000 feet 
will be conducted over Beale for 
the next two or three weeks. The 
speed of sound at this altitude is 
from 636 to 750 miles an hour, 
depending on atmospheric condi­ 
tions. 
Officials at McClellan assured 
residents of the area affected that 
neither injury or damage will re­ 
sult. They said the “sonic booms” 
resulting from breaking the sound 
barrier would not be louder than 
distant thunder. 
“Since noise is an unavoidable 
feature of jet aircraft needed to 
assure adequate defense, McClel­ 
lan officials ask resldetns of the 
area to take the noise in stride,” 
a spokesman said.

A home was slightly damaged 
and another .seriously threatened, 
this morning when a supervised 
rubbish fire roared out of control 
and raced uphill into Bret Harte 
Heights.

The Mathewson yard extends 
several hundred feet down into 
the area involved in the fire.

Use Permit Plea Sparks 


Planning Board Dispute 


An application by San Rafael 
contractor Joseph R. Filippo for 
a use permit to build retail stores 
just south of the main gate at 
Hamilton Air Force Base brought 
a charge by Filippo’s attorney 
against Marin County Planning 
Commission of “dictating.” 
Incensed after San Francisco 
attorney William H. Penaat used 
the term several times, commis­ 
sion Chairman A. Von Rotz ex­ 
plained,

temper, that it is not possible for 
the commission to “dictate.” He 
said the commission could only 
investigate and make recommen­ 
dations to the board of super­ 
visors. 
Filippo and Penaat, developers 
of Sundown Knolls subdivision 
iust south of Hamilton Field on 


the east side of Highway 101, ap­ 
plied for a use permit to build re­ 
tail stores between the service 
station and Meadow Park School 
on approximately three acres, “be­ 
cause it is easier to get FHA home 
financing if there is a nearby 
shopping center for the prospec­ 
tive home owners." 
At present, the property is zoned 
for highway business development 
which includes restaurants, re­

stores. But such construction may 
be allowed only by obtaining a use 
permit. 
“Its not your business or the 
staff's business to tell us how* to 
spend our money,” Filippo said.

West Marin 
Gas Plant 
Zoning Denied 


Light industrial zoning to permit 
McPhail Fuel Co. to build a gas 
storage and operating plant at 
Point Reyes Station to serve the 
West Marin area was again denied 
yesterday by Marin County Plan­ 
ning Commission. 
The application had been denied 
by planners at an earlier meeting, 
appealed to the board of super­ 
visors and returned 
from the 
board yesterday with the recom­ 
mendation that planners approve 
it. 
However, planners yielded to the 
protests of numerous residents in 
the community who claimed that 
not only would their residential 
property values suffer, but that 
there are plenty of other nearby 
areas properly zoned for the plant. 
The proposed location is on the 
south side of the county road to 
Inverness about 100 feet west of 
the intersection with Highway 1. 
E. C. Brown, representing Mc­ 
Phail, said he has been unable to 
obtain another site without buying 
several times the amount of land 
needed. 
Because of the delay. Brown 
predicted that service this winter 
to the West Marin area would 
suffer. Natural gas Is not avail­ 
able in the area and most homes 
use butane gas for cooking and 
heating. 


that the school district acquired 
the property in the 1870s with the 
provision that the property would 
revert to the heirs if it were used 
for any other purpose than a 
school. 
The complaint points out that the 
Novato Unified School District on 
Jan. 11 this year passed a resolu­ 
tion to abandon the 3.86 acres on 
Highway 101 and Grant avenue as 
soon as offioe space was available 
at Hill School. 
Title to the property has been 
in dispute since March when the 
district's administrative o f f i c e s 
moved out of the building and into 
Hill School. The old building was 
vacated last year after engineers 
declared it unsafe. 
DeLong and Mrs. Lovejoy ask 
that the court direct the school 
district to reconvey the property 
to them and that the plaintiffs 
be adjudged the lawful owners of 
the land. 
The property in question is lo­ 
cated in the very center of down­ 
town Novato. Its worth has been 
estimated in the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 
The site has been mentioned at 
various times as a possible location 
for a civic park, a swimming pool 
and a city hall, if and when No­ 
vato incorporates as a city. 
The school district would like 
to sell the land and apply the 
money against the district’s bond­ 
ed indebtedness.

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Discussed For Hospital 


Should Marin General Hospital 
get a machine for electrical tracing 
of the brain, and if so, should 
doctors from out of county be 
hired under contract to operate 
it? 


These questions were discussed 
last night at a meeting of the 
hospital board held at the hos­ 
pital. 


The directors felt they needed 
more information on how much 
use such a machine would have 
before making a decision. Dr. Wil­ 
son Goddard, medical chief of 
staff, said he would appoint a 
study committee to report back at 
the next meeting. 
The machine in question is the 
electroencephalograph, us e d on 
the brain in the way that an 
electrocardiograph is used for the 
heart. Dr. Goddard explained that 
the instrument is of valuable 
diagnostic help. Brain damage or 
tumor can sometimes be detected 
by the machine and located pre­ 
cisely, he declared. 
Two San Francisco doctors have 
offered to install a machine and 
operate it for 10 years, with the 
hospital to collect fees and split 
them with the two doctors. 


Marion C. Ibach, secretary of 
the board, posed several questions. 
What provisions are made for bad 
debts? What check rein will the 
hospital have on expenses of the 
machine? 


Other directors felt that a 10- 
year contract might be too long 
since Marin itself may have many 


doctors specialising in that field 
in a few years. 
Dr. G o d d a r d reported that 
Marin now has one brain special* 
1st and will undoubtedly have 
more in years to come. 
“If we have the doctors, Td be 
in favor of underwriting the cost 
of the machine (about $8,000) our­ 
selves,” said Director Edwin B. 
Smith. 
Dr. Goddard said several Marin 
doctors have indicated they are 
not in favor of having out-of­ 
county specialists coming in to 
operate such a machine. 
The issue boiled down to the 
question of how often this machine 
would be used in Marin at $25 
per examination. Dr. Goddard said 
he sends about two or three a 
year to San Francisco, but he is 
sure there would be more requests 
if the machine were located in 
the county. He was to try to gel 
figures on the number of poten­ 
tial users of the machine.

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EDITORIAL OPINION 
State Body Exceeds Right In 
Ordering Deputies To Confab 


Autocratic summoning of 13 deputies 
from the county assessor’s office to a three- 
day Board of Equalization meeting in San 
Francisco spotlights once more the infringe­ 
ment of bureaucratic state agencies on the 
internal workings of county government. 
Whether or not the summonses were issued 
legally ('Marin, supervisors have asked the 
district attorney to check into this phase of 
the matter), the implications of them cannot 
be overlooked. 
In essence, the state has moved in, perhaps 
at the request of Assessor George Hall, and 
expropriated about half of the assessor’s 
staff, including all the department heads. It 
ordered them to a certain place at a certain 
time and at the expense of the Marin tax­ 
payers. There has been no consultation with 
the supervisors to see if this would cripple 
business in Marin, if the county has enough 
money to pay their expenses, or if the super­ 
visors want them to go. The action gives our 
local government officials no say as to how 
our money will be spent. 
It makes no difference that the convention 
is just across the Golden Gate and that, as 
Hall says, all 13 deputies probably will never 
be gone at the same time or for the full three 
days. If it is possible for them to be sum­ 
moned to San Francisco this time, it is just 


as possible they can be summoned to San 
Diego or Eureka the next time. If the board 
must pay bridge tolls and lunch tabs this 
time, next time it might have to pay sleeper 
accomodations, hotel bills, and all meals. 
And all the time this staff is away from 
their jobs, their salaries go on. 
The question is not whether the meetings 
called by the Board of Equalization to dis­ 
cuss problems and explain procedures are 
valuable to the workers. The main point is 
that the board of supervisors should decide 
whether or not deputies should attend, and 
how many. It is not a decision for either the 
Board of Equalization or the county assessor 
to make. 
We can understand that the chief officer, 
and possibly his chief deputy, should be 
susceptible to being summoned. This would 
insure representatives from every county, 
although some particular board of super­ 
visors might be allergic to conventions. 
Beyond that the state body should not go. 
If this current action is legal, we must pass 
legislation banning it, and soon. We may 
wake up one morning and find some high­ 
flying Sacramento bureaucrat has taken a 
whole county department to Lake Tahoe for 
a month-long “meeting” at the expense of 
the taxpayers. 


Big 4 To Keep Door Open 
The Big Four foreign ministers may not 
come to any hard and fast agreement on 
disarmament, a main item, on the agenda for 
their meeting Thursday, in Geneva, but the 
door will probably be kept open to an agree­ 
ment eventually. 
This conclusion is based both on Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s letter of Oct. 12 to Soviet 
Premier Nikolai A. Bulganin and on state­ 
ments afterwards by both Russian and Amer­ 
ican participants in disarmament negotia­ 
tions. 
In his letter to Bulganin, President Eisen­ 
hower conditionally agreed to a Soviet pro­ 
posal for a U.S.-Soviet exchange of “inspec­ 
tion teams at key points in our countries.’’ 
We could accept the proposal, wrote the 
President, if Bulganin felt that its acceptance 
“would help to create the better spirit” the 
President had advocated last July at the 
Geneva “summit” conference. At Geneva 
President Eisenhower had proposed the ex-

change of “complete blueprints of our mili­ 
tary establishments” and mutual “aerial 
reconnaissance.” 
Four days after this letter, Arkady A. 
Sobolev, Soviet delegate to the U.N., cited 
to a forum in New York the recent “narrow­ 
ing of the gap” between U.S. and Russian 
positions on “a wThole series of fundamental 
questions of the disarmament program.” As 
a result, said Sobolev, “it may be said that 
all prerequisites for reaching agreement on 
fundamental questions exist.” 
Harold E. Stassen, the President’s “Secre­ 
tary of Peace," who heads the U.S. team, at 
the U.N. disarmament talks, reminded the 
same audience of the President’s “atoms-for- 
peace” proposal of Dec. 8, 1953. Stassen 
called atoms-for-peace the “principle” on 
which the cornerstone of the “new- age” will 
be built. 
The next step is up to the foreign min­ 
isters.

But the questions children ask 
are much more searching than 
those asked on television pro­ 
grams. The answer to even a 
$100,000 question on television 
Is, after all, a simple matter of 
information that can be found 
by looking in, a reference book. 
IT HAS TO BE that way. If 
the question didn’t have a sim­ 
ple clearcut answer, everybody 
would, get confused and. con­ 
testants would start suing the 
sponsors to collect the $100,000. 
The questions asked by small 
children would ruin any TV quiz 
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show, stamp any panel of ex­ 
perts — because they often can’t 
be answered, simply and easily. 
A child’s queries reflect the col­ 
lision of a small mind with all 
the wonder that lies about it. 
ANY CHILD CAN ask a ques­ 
tion that would take a 70-year- 
old philosopher weeks to explain 
—or even leave him dumbfound­ 
ed. • 
As children get older and shy­ 
er, they cease to ask these life- 
prodding questions. 'They pull 
do- *n the curtain on their 
doubts and thoughts, and we 
miss looking through the little 
open windows by which we felt 
we knew them. 
HELEN AND GEORGE are 
wise parents. As each of their 
children passed 
through the 
question-asking 
s t a g e, 
they 
jotted down the child's ques­ 
tions. 
Later in life, at the right time, 
each of the girls will be given a 
record of what she wanted to 
know at four.

Republican Administration 
Much To Abolish Discrimination 
WASHINGTON—Quietly, per­ 
sistently but so unobtrusively 
that lew realize how much has 
happened, the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration is achieving a ma­ 
jor miracle toward erasing racial 
discrimination from t**- map of 
American business and industry. 
Those who are close to the 
facts are aware that monument­ 
al progress is being made in 
bringing equality of empolyment 
opportunity 'to Negroes 'through­ 
out the nation. They are con­ 
vinced that never has so much 
been accomplished in so brief a 
span. There are several reasons 
for this. 
The Administration has talked 
little but has worked, diligently 
to achieve its reforms. 
It has used much of the re­ 
former’s zeal but avoided many 
of the reformer's methods... 
It has avoided the shibboleth 
and the controversy of the old 
FEPC and has made greater 
headway by so doing. 
THE INSTRUMENT which 
President Eisenhower brought 
into being to serve his objective 
is the President’s Committee on 
Government Contracts, the chair­ 
manship of which has been one 
of ’he lesser known but active 
duties of Vice President Richard 
Nixon. Its membership compris­ 
es seven other high officials of 
the Administration, including 
Secretary of Labor James P. 
Mitchell and seven non-gov­ 
ernment people drawn from bus­ 
iness and union leadership. 
The authority of this commit­ 
tee stems from, a Presidential Ex­ 
ecutive Order providing that ev­ 
ery contractor or sub-contractor 
doing business with or for the 
Federal government, whether the 
contract involves 10 cents or 
$10,000,000,000, undertakes to see 
that in the performance there 
will be no “discrimin: on against 
any employee or application for 
employment because of race, re­ 
ligion, color or national origin.” 
One Negro leader remarked to 
me the other day: “I really 
didn’t believe it could be done, 
I am amazed and excited by the 
results,” 
I suspect that the President 
did not at the time realize how 
far-ranging the leadership and 
power of the Administration 
would b* when, refusing to sup­ 
port coercive legislation, he 
pledged tba* wherevr* the Fed­ 
eral government touched this 
problem of discrimination it 
would set a radiant standard of 
good conduct. 
TODAY FULLY 85 to 90 per 
cent of American todistry toes 
some business for or with the 
Federal 
government 
and 
is 


steadily advancing the goal of 
non-discrir'nation affecting at 
least 50,000/00 workers. 
The policy of non-discrimina­ 
tion cannot, of course—even if 
industry wanted to do so—be 
limited to those who are direct­ 
ly working on a government con­ 
tract. That is one of the power­ 
ful. and. hidden keys to the “mir­ 
acle.” It may be that only 10 
per cent or 1 per cent of a firm’s 
business is with the government, 
but when its employment policy 
Is .non-discrimln.ato.ry, it has to 
apply to all its employment. It 
does. 
Since 1953 the President’s 
Committee on Government con­ 
tracts has been steadily, patient­ 
ly, unyieldingly pressing the 
cause of non-discrimination. It 
has relied largely on education, 
persuasion and voluntary com­ 
pliance. But it hasn’t refrained 
from, lighting fires 'under the 
highest contracting officials of 
the government and seeing that 
they toe the line. It handles com­ 
plaints responsively and vigor­ 
ously. 
Progress has been so substan­ 
tial that the problems it faces 
are rarely any longer in the field 
of etn.ployme.nt but .in promotion* 
upgrading and apprenticeship. 
SYMBOLIC OF the extent to 
which business has rallied and 
been, .rallied, to the cause of non­ 
discrimination is the fact that 
more than fifty executive offic­ 
ers of big .and little business met 
with the Vice President and his 
committee today to' pool, their 
ideas and their experience on 
how to. do a still better job of 
developing “Equal Job Oppor­ 
tunity Programs.” They have 
come to see that non-discrimin­ 
ation isn’t some reformer’s plot, 
isn’t .something just 'nice to have, 
but is something good for the 
community, good for in.dus.try;, 
good for labor and good for the 
United States economically and 
morally. As Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell has put it: “Neither the 
nation nor industry can afford 
to waste the skills of 6,800,000 
Negroes.” 
This industry-government con­ 
ference was to. end with a pri­ 
vate dinner and evening with 
the President. When Mr. Eisen­ 
hower was stricken and couldn’t 
be present, these business exe­ 
cutives were asked if they would 
prefer to postpone their meeting. 
'They preferred no such thing. 
They wanted to come—with or 
without the President. They 
wanted to get on with the job. 
They are getting on with it 
with .amazing and exciting suc­ 
cess.

Eastern Storms Intensify 


Interest In Sturdy Homes

NEW YORK i/Py—Storms that 
have lambasted, large .sections of 
the nation with marked fury this 
year are making home owners, 
industrial management and the 
building industry increasingly 
hurricane and flood conscious. 
Hurricane- resist an t 
wi ndows, 
leakproof walls, wind and wa­ 
ter defienfc foundations, bridges 
and highways are prime topics 
today in architectural and con­ 
struction circles. New paints and 
other surface coatings, as well as 
new construction materials and 
methods are being tested m la­ 
boratories. 
IN ADDITION TO spectacular 
damage and destruction of many 
buildings and bridges, heavy 
rains and floods have ruined 
countless driveways, cellar walls 
and floors and house roofs this 
year. So, many a home owner is 
more storm conscious than ever. 
Sturdy house building is very 
much more in the minds of 
would-be: home owners now. Con­ 
tractors say that one housing 
development lost roofs in. whole­ 
sale quantities in one of the big 
blows 
because builders had 


skimped on roof nails. 
A lot of ideas on making big 
buildings hurricane resistant are 
being pushed. 
A NEW YORK skyscraper, the 
Socony Mobil Building, a 45- 
story stainless steel clad office 
structure, will boast 3,200 “hurri­ 
cane resistant” windows. One 
of the secrets is a double gasket 
seal of polyvinyl chloride. 
'The' Truscan Steel division of 
the Republic Steel Corp. which 
designed and made 'them says it 
had them tested by the Univer­ 
sity of Miami. Wind and water 
were hurled against sample win­ 
dows at velocities equal to a 145- 
mile-an-hour storm. Air pres­ 
sure against the quarter-inch 
plate glass was around, two thirds, 
of a ton. 
The steel industry is touting 
the use of more steel reinforce­ 
ment in concrete in highways* 
driveways and foundations. This 
summer’s storms left miles of 
roadbeds piles of rubble. Under­ 
mining by floods is another 
problem, but the steelmen say 
many road surfaces could have 
been saved with greater use of 
welded wire fabric in the ce­ 
ment.

Despite Commercialization, Blood 
Bank Still A Worthy Cause 
SACRAMENTO (CNS) — The 
practice of donating blood for 
relatives, friends* or others who 
might need transfusions has 
gained widespread popularity in 
late years, particularly during 
World War n , when donors gave 
freely to the Red Cross for use 
of the armed forces. 
Most donors felt the gift of a 
pint of blood now and again was 
something other than a com­ 
mercial operation, albeit there 
were some who received money 
for the donation, particularly to 
private hospitals. These were 
known as professional donors, 
SEVERAL THINGS have oc­ 
curred lately to create a change 
in the blood picture, notably the 
commercialization of the enter­ 
prise in at least one area of Cal­ 
ifornia; and. 'the other, the grow­ 
ing use of hospital insurance 
which covers all expenses, even, 
blood transfusions. 
The “Dos Palos. Star,” and. 
“Firebaugh Journal,” newspapers 
published, .in Merced .and Fresno 
counties, are in the process of 
printing a series of stories on the 
competition in Fresno county for 
blood. 
“Needed or not,” says one of 
the articles, “there are four blood 
banks, in Fresno today, with two 
showing a lively keeness for bus­ 
iness. that would do credit to. 
rival automobile dealers. While 
doctors are aware of this mud­ 
dled situation in the Fresno 
blood bank field, one that should 
as blameless as Caesar’s wife, 
most laymen are not. 
“To them, this news of rivalry 
may come as something of a 
shock. Such reaction is reason­ 
able since the majority of donors 
are altruistic .in their motives,. 
They give to save a life.” 
BLOOD BANKS in .some other 
sections of California are some­ 
what disturbed over the multi­ 
plicity of sources in Fresno, for 
the bank system .in California is 
interlocking. In other words, a 
donor in Los 'Angeles, for ins­ 
tance, can give in that city, and 
have the gift credited to a pa­ 
tient in Sacramento, or any oth­ 
er city where there exists a bank 
within 'the system, When banks, 
operate outside the system, as 
they can and do, then confusion 
on the credit is apt to ensue. 
Donors, the article points out, 
should make certain that proper 
credits are ensured before a gift 
of blood Is made. 
THE SECOND CHANGE in, 
operations, which is gradually 
taking over involves health in­ 
surance. Since health insurance 
pays hospital expenses, and no 
rebates are available for donated 
blood, it appear uselss therefore

for a donor to' help a friend who 
is protected by this type of in­ 
surance. 
As a result, some banks are 
finding the.mse.lves at the point 
where they are, as one manager 
put it, “getting more money than 
blood.” This, it was pointed out, 
may in time force the system of 
banks to go into the purchase of 
reserve blood from professional 
donors, an activity which would 
take away the pleasure of help­ 
ing out by saving a life. 
Actually, the operation of a 
blood bank necessitates consid­ 
erable outlay for supplies, equip­ 
ment and 'personnel. It cannot be 
operated on 100 per cent altruis­ 
tic principles, for the simple 
reason that the people who oper­ 
ate have to eat the same as. any­ 
one else, ahd the people ^ho sup­ 
ply equipment have to be paid. 
This explains the $7.50 service 
fee for taking a pint of blood. 
And if a professional donor is 
used, the charge varies, being 
normally around $25. In any 
event, donating, still is a worthy 
cause.

Will Democrats 
Let Kuchel Win 
By Default? 
By Walter L. Bark dull 
SACRAMENTO 0J.R) — Cali­ 
fornia’s 
Democratic 
Attorney 
General, Edmund G. Brown, has 
ruled himself out as a candi­ 
date for the U.S. Senate seat 
now held by Sen. Thomas H. 
Kuchel (R-Calif.). 
Brown, who had been urged to 
run for 'the seat, said he couldn’t 
enter the Senate race because he 
was too busy in his state office 
and in organizing a California 
delegation to support Adlai Ste­ 
venson as Democratic candidate 
for President. 
But Brown indicated the Dem­ 
ocrats don’t intend to let Kuchel 
keep the seat by default. Brown 
named as potential Democratic 
candidates Dan Kimball, of Los 
Angeles, former Secretary of the 
Navy; and State Sens. Richard 
Richards of Los Angeles and 
Robert I. McCarthy of San 
Francisco. 
BROWN, THE ONLY Demo­ 
crat holding statewide office,, may 
alsó have been reluctant to make 
the Senate race because it would 
have meant his resignation as 
Attorney General if he won over 
Kuchel. If he resigned that 
would permit Gov. Goodwin J. 
Knight to name a successor, 
presumably a Republican. 
Political observers believe that 
another factor holding Brown 
back, from the Senate race is 
that he desires to run for gov­ 
ernor in 1958, His post as Attor­ 
ney General affords an excel­ 
lent platform to keep him be­ 
fore California voters, 
Brown started in political life 
as district attorney for San 
Francisco. He was first elected in 
1943 and was re-elected in 1947. 
He ran for attorney general in 
1946, but was solidly trounced by 
Frederick N. Howser. 
But after a stormy, headline- 
punctuated four years, Howser 
was unable to get even his own 
Republican party nom.inat.ion in 
1950. Brown won by a comfor­ 
table 350,000 vote* over Edward 


S. Shat tuck, the Republican 
standard bearer. 
BROWN subsequently got his 
revenge over Howser when the 
two met again in the 1954 pri­ 
mary. Brown won both nomina­ 
tions in the primary and went 
on to roll up a resounding 3,500,- 
000 votes in the 1954 general 
election against a Prohibition 
party candidate. His total was 
the largest received by any can­ 
didate In the election. 
Brown won wide notice with 
his campaign to clean, up the 
liquor situation in California, a 
role in which he clashed headon 
with William G. Bonelli, liquor 
chief for the Southern Califor­ 
nia area. Bonelli was subsequent­ 
ly indicted on criminal charges 
and. is in Arizona pending the 
outcome of legal maneuvers to 
prevent his extradition to Cali­ 
fornia. 
It was in the field of liquor 
that B ro w n clashed with 
K nig ht . Bro wn brought 
charges against Edgar Her- 
▼ey, Knight’s campaign chair­ 
man for the San Diego area, 
alleging he was a secret part­ 
ner in a liquor license sold for 
profit. Here Brown was at 
l e a s t temporarily rebuffed. 
Both the State Alcoholic Bev­ 
erage Control Department and 
the appeals board found the 
charge without merit. Brown 
could go to court as the last 
resort. 
KUCHEL, WHO presumably 
will be a candidate to succeed 
himself, entered politics as an 
assemblyman in 193C. He was 
reelected in 1938 and in 194n was 
elected to' the state Senate. He 
was appointed state controller 
by then-'Gov. Earl Warren. In 
1946. He won reelection in 1946 
and 1950, taking the nomina­ 
tion of both parties. 
Kuchel was appointed to the 
U.S. Senate by Warren, when 
Richard M. Nixon, then a sena­ 
tor, was elected Vice President. 
Under the law, he had to run 
for the seat in 1954. In a vig­ 
orous campaign he won out over 
the Democratic candidate, Rep. 
Sam Yorty by a margin of more 
than 302.000 votes. 
It may be considered signifi­ 
cant that Brown failed to list 
Yorty as a potential candidate.

According to Phyllis Kotite, 
Marin UNICEF chairman, the 
drive is being sponsored here by 
church groups, school organiza­ 
tions, recreation agencies and the 
Marin chapter, American Assn. 
for the United Nation*. 
On Halloween — Oct 31 — the 
evening before All Hallows or All 
Saints day, children will go out 
with their collection boxes wear­ 
ing armbands or tags. On com­ 
pletion, they will gather at central 
locations for parties. 
Miss Kotite pointed cut that the 
price of a comic book will provide 
six glasses of milk for a child In 
Korea, the cost of an ice cream 
cone will pay for a tuberculosis 
inoculation in Egypt or a dip- 
theria shot in Chile, while the 
cost of & coke will pay for 10 
bowls of rice for a child in India. 
“This ‘trick or treat’ activity 
channels the destructive energies 
of Halloween pranksters into con­ 
structive fun,” explained Miss Ko- 
tote. “Goodwill ambassadors for 
UNICEF haven’t time to soap 
windows. 
“And even though it is a fun 
project, it enables youngsters to 
learn about UNICEF and about 
the people it helps, an important 
step in preparing them for the 
leadership which will be theirs to­ 
morrow.”

Parnow Reminds 
Of New Laws 
Many motorists have failed to 
realize the changes in the ve­ 
hicle code according to Capt. T. F. 
Parnow, commanding officer of 
the California Highway Patrol’s 
San Rafael area. 
“Despite extensive publicity giv­ 
en to the new and revised sec­ 
tions of the vehicle code, many 
motorists continue to drive in vio­ 
lation of these sections." 
“Section 525.1 of the vehicle 
code,” said Parnow, “is particular­ 
ly stressed in an effort to avoid 
the congestion caused by drivers 
who drive at reduced speed. This 
causes the motorists who drive 
more closely to the legal speed 
limit to take unnecessary chances 
in order to pass.” 
The code require! any vehicle 
driven on a highway, at less than 
the normal speed of traffic, to 
be driven in the right hand lane 
nearest the right curb or edge of 
the roadway, except when passing 
or preparing to make a left turn. 
This section primarily concerns 
the multiple lane highway. 
In addition. Section 514 of the 
vehicle code states that no person 
shall drive upon % highway at 
such a slow speed as to impede or 
block the normal and reasonable 
movement of traffic, except when 
such reduced speed is necessary for 
safe operation.

VISALIA OJ.RV—The most finan - 
clally-solid golf club in the world 
may be located at Visalia. 
I t’* the Visalia Country Club, 
an organization th at really “has 
It made.” 
While golfer* throughout the 
nation ponder the high cost of the 
game and club directors battle to 
keep their organizations from go­ 
ing deeper into the red in most 
case*, the Visalia Country Club 
recently built a fine, new modern­ 
istic club house and added nine 
holes — and still doesn’t owe a 
dimel 
How do they do it? 
“We’ve had the same men run­ 
ning this club for a quarter of a 
century,” says head professional 
and club manager John Keogh, 
who has been on the job here 23 
years. 
“Our people found that they 
had good businessmen 
running 
the organization and there have 
been no inside political scrambles 
for the top offices. These men 
have 
been 
doing 
a 
wonderful, 
business-like job and we’ve found 
no need to change officers every 
year or two, like many clubs do. 
If you have a successful business 
corporation, you don’t change the 
executive# every year, do you? 
Our very capable president is J. T. 
Crowe, an attorney. 
Admittedly, the Visalia club 
got off to a pretty good start 
when Mrs. R. E. Hyde, a wealthy 
civic-minded pioneer who thought 
there should be a golf course in 
Visalia, gave the organizers 116 
aeree of land, which was to be 
paid for a t the rate of $206 per 
month for 35 years. That’s cheap­ 
er than the taxes on most clubs. 
But look at some of the other 
costs on the club. 
A proprietary membership costs 
only $250, and the dues for local 
members are only $9 per month 
(compared with an average of 
about $35 at most clubs). There 
are 500 members. 
To run the club, there are 16 
employees: Keogh and hi* a s l ­ 
ant professional; a caddy-master, 
caddy assistant, three persons in 
the kitchen, a bartender, secretary 
and eight men who work on the 
grounds. 
When the club decided to build 
a new club house, donations were 
asked from the members and the 
$70.000 was collected in no time— 
with the top donation being limit­ 
ed to $750. The architect donated 
his services and the club house 
was built at cost. 
“We 
keep 
this 
place 
pretty 
much as strictly a golf club,” says 
Keogh. “We don’t go in much for 
social a c t i v i t i e s . We have no 
swimming pool, no bridge lunch­ 
eon groups and no women’s par­ 
ties. Our members come here to 
play golf.” 
The club Income is around $60,- 
000 per year—and right now there 
is a surplus in the treasury of be­ 
tween $15,000 and $20,000. 
So, If your club has been having 
financial w o r r i e s , maybe they 
should get in touch with Mr. 
Keogh to get straightened out.

NATO Supports Big 3 


'Package' Peace Plan 


PARIS Oi.W — The NATO alli­ 
ance threw its full support today 
behind the Big Three package plan 
for peace at the forthcoming Gen­ 
eva conference with the Soviet 
Union. 
The foreign ministers of the 
United States, Britain and Prance 
outlined the planned Western 
strategy to the members of the 
NATO council in two secret meet­ 
ings held ki the Palaés de Chail- 
lot.Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles presented the plan for Ger­ 
man renunification and European 
security. British Foreign Secretary 
Harold Macmillan discussed dis­ 
armament. French Foreign Minis­ 
ter Antoine Pinay made proposals 
for more East-West contacta. 
The details of these proposals 
were drawn up by a committee of 
experts in recent months and were 
indorsed by the Big Three minis­ 
ters yesterday. 
The smaller members of the 
NATO alliance spoke their minds 
about the plans and asked for 
more details. This brought about 


two sessions today instead of one, 
and forced the Big Three foreign 
ministers to scrap plans for talks 
this afternoon on the explosive 
Middle East. 
But when the second NATO 
council meeting ended, a British 
spokesman said: "There was com­ 
plete agreement." 
The Big Three plan offers Rus­ 
sia a security pact—but only in 
exchange for a no-strings reunifi­ 
cation of West and East Germany. 
The new Germany would be free to 
choose its own allies. 
The Western plan would draw a 
demilitarized buffer zone down the 
middle of Europe on both sides of 
the Oder'—Neisse line now divid­ 
ing East Germany and Poland. It 
would offer an all-European non­ 
aggression pact to calm Soviet 
fears of aggression from the West. 
Other pressing issues also de­ 
manded the attention of the Big 
Three foreign ministers. The mast 
potentially explosive was the crisis 
in the Middle East. Tension sharp­ 
ened there with the sale of Com- 


CONTINUES TO IMPROVE 


Eisenhower Walks For 
First Time Since Attack 
DENVER tfP) — President Eisen­ 
hower took hi* first “walking 
steps" today since he suffered a 
heart attack a month ago. 
White House news secretary 
James C. Hagerty told newsmen 
the President’s easy chair was 
moved over close to his bed. The 
President then would stand un­ 
aided and walk a step or two un­ 
assisted, turn around and sit for 
a while in the chair. Then he 
would get up and take the one or 
two steps back to his bed. 


U.N. Seeks Accord 
On Atom Control 
UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. CU.R>— 
United Nations officials expressed 
firm hope today that unanimous 
agreement could be reached on 
formation of an international 
agency to control peaceful uses 
of atomic energy. 
The United Nations* 60-nation 
main Political Committee resumed 
debate on plans to constitute such 
an agency. 
The General Assembly’s special 
political committee moves forward 
this morning with its annual de­ 
bate on South African racial 
segregation, confronted by the 
second walkout of this session. 
South Africa’s W. C. Du Plessis 
led his four-member delegation 
from the committee room yester­ 
day after announcing that his 
government would take no part 
in the debate. 


This progress was noted in a 
10:30 a.m. medical bulletin as the 
President awaited a conference 
with another cabinet officer, Sec­ 
retary of Interior Douglas McKay, 
after yesterday's approval of a 
program designed to reduce spotty 
unemployment in industrial com­ 
munities plagued by the problem. 
“The President’s condition con­ 
tinues to progress satisfactorily 
without complications," the medi­ 
cal bulletin said. * 
“This morning the President 
stepped unaided from his bed to a 
nearby easy chair several times. 
He sat up most of the morning.” 
The President yesterday gave his 
blessing to the program to re­ 
duce industrial unemployment in 
communities which suffer periodi­ 
cal slumps, after receiving a re­ 
port that the overall national 
economy is in “excellent” shape. 
And on the international front 
he got a cheering prediction from 
Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. 
that the United Nations General 
Assembly may take some “real ac­ 
tion” on the Eisenhower plan for 
exchange of military blueprints 
with Russia—and for reciprocal 
aerial inspection. Lodge is chief 
United States delegate to the U.N. 
The President yesterday also con­ 
ferred with Dr. Arthur F. Burns, 
chairman of the Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers, and Dr. Gabriel 
Hauge, the chief executive’s per­ 
sonal adviser on econlmic prob­ 
lems.

The opposition Labor party, 
aroused by rumors of sharp cuts 
in government subsidies which are 
supposed to aid the poor, was 
primed and ready for an all-out 
attack. 
As the House of Commons re­ 
turned from a recess that began 
Sept, 20, Eden faced his greatest 
testing time since he succeeded 
Winston Churchill last April as 
the leader of the Conservative 
government. 
Interest centered on Eden’s re­ 
plies in two areas of inquiry: 
1. What action, if any, does the 
government have in mind to dispel 
the mystery of Princess Margaret’s 
romance with Peter Townsend? 
2. The case of Guy Burgess and 
Donald Maclean, the turncoat 
British diplomats who fled to the 
Soviet Union in 1951 just a jump 
ahead of theii exposure as Red 
spies. 
Laborite Marcus Lipton wanted 
to know whether the government 
intends to seek repeal of the Royal 
Marriage Act of 1772.

Eden faced a sheaf of questions 
about why government security 
men were duped for years before 
Burgess and Maclean skipped be­ 
hind the Iron Curtain. A number 
of Commons members planned to 
demand the appointment of a 
parliamentary committee to in­ 
vestigate ramifications of the 
affair.

Third Man' 
Accused In 
Spy Case 
LONDON UP)—A labor member 
of Parliament today accused a for­ 
mer member of the British em­ 
bassy staff in Washington of tip­ 
ping off spies Guy Burgeas and 
Donald MacLean that they were 
under investigation. 
Lt. Col. Marcus Upton named 
Harold Philby, former first secre­ 
tary of the embassy in Washing­ 
ton, as being the “third man" in 
the case. 
Burgess and Maclean, high 
ranking British Foreign Office of­ 
ficials, disappeared in May, 1051. 
They are presumed to be behind 
the Iron Curtain. 
A recent government white paper 
accused them of spying for the 
Kremlin for many years. 
Shortly after Parliament recon­ 
vened from its two-month sum­ 
mer recess, Lipton tangled with 
Prime Minister Anthony Eden on 
the spy case. 
Eden rejected a demand by the 
Laborite for the appointment of a 
special parliamentary committee 
to investigate the case. The Prime 
Minister added: 
“The government themselves 
take the view that it is desirable 
to have a debate on this subject, 
in which I personally, as prime 
minister, shall be glad to take 
part.” 
Burgess and MacLean disap­ 
peared while Herbert Morrison 
was foreign secretary in the old 
Labor government. The case ex­ 
tended through Eden’s tenure as 
foreign secretary under former 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
and also runs into the tenure of 
Harold MacMillan, the present 
foreign secretary.

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Scenery Binge In Dazzling Autumn 
Colors Causes Absolute 
These golden October days with 
the mountains, clothed defiantly 
in scarlet and orange, have turned 
me into a sham less putter-offer 
and I find myself using as an 
emergency any kind of excuse to 
get outdoors. 
So, a few day* back, a chance 
remark about an occasional piece 
of “cow architecture” to be found 
in a neighboring county wa* more 
than enough to cause me to drop 
everything and rush forth into the 
blazing autumn highways and by­ 
ways. 
I found the cow architecture, 
too. One red háwthome was shap­ 
ed like an hourglass, another for 
all the world like a colonial lady 
in hoop skirt, prime examples of 
the topiary work of grazing cattle. 
The animals enjoy nipping the 
succulent hawthorne shoots they 
can reach and under this con­ 
stant pruning the shrub develops 
thick ball* of foliage close to the 
ground. Meantime, branches out 
of bovine reach shoot upward, 
completing1 the picture. 
But even, cow architecture seem­ 
ed anticlimactic after the ride 
over the winding Catskill moun­ 
tain and valley trail* at the peak 
of the fall color. Birch, beech and 
poplars with their yellow foliage 
lit shady sections of the road like 
floodlights. But most dramatic 
were the maples, oaks, sumac and 
dogwood. 
Some of the red maples, outer 
leaves flaming crimson against a 
background of clean hard green 
looked from a distance like'Christ­ 
mas trees hung with red 'balls, 


while bunched stands of wild 
cherry trees could almost be1 mis­ 
taken for spring’s forsythia, they 
were so deeply and gaily yellow. 
Here and there clumps of oak 
and sumac, shading from the oak’s 
bronze to the hunter’s-cap red 
of sumac made dramatic contrast 
against the frosted green of the 
pines and the emerald depths of 
hemlocks and spruces. 
So richly colored were they that 
it was impossible to feel unfriend­ 
ly toward even poison ivy or the 
too-ubiquitous Virginia creeper. 
Wine-colored poison ivy festooned 
the gray trunks of ancient gnarled 
apple trees, long abandoned to the 
windfall-hunting deer. And near­ 
by, a mailbox on a stump was 
furled with the scarlet of the Vir­ 
ginia creeper. 
But star billing in the annual 
show must go this year as every 
year to the infinite variety of the 
sugar maples. Before you had more 
than caught your breath after 
coming upon a tree entirely dress­ 
ed in purest orange, you would lose 
it again over one of palest green 
under yellow, like chartreuse. 
And, as so often happens, at 
journey’s end I found the best of 
all right at home—a dazzling 
necklace of melted topaz, garnet, 
emerald and gold stretching all 
the way round the mountains that 
encircle the house. 
So If I sound a little giddy, It’s 
only the harmless effect of my 
scenery binge—a, good soul-cleans­ 
ing intoxication which overcomes 
me in October every year.

Military Reserve 
Law Explained 


Under the new Reserve Forces 
Act, Marin youths may fulfil their 
military 
obligations 
with 
s i x 
months of active duty training, 
followed by inactive duty status 
with the 14th Rifle Company,, Ma­ 
rine Corps Reserve in Kentfield. 


The law, which went into effect 
Aug. 9, applies to Marine Corps 
and Army duty, and later will 
apply to the Coast Guard. 


According to a report from the 
14th Rifle Company training cen­ 
ter in Kentfield, It is ideally suited 
to young men who intend to con­ 
tinue .schooling, who have em­ 
ployment opportunities immedia­ 
tely after finishing high school 
or who intend to get married. 


To qualify for the program, one 
must be between the ages of 17 
and 18 
apply to an organized 
reserve unit of the Marine Corps 
or Army, must be single and have 
no dependents, must not have re­ 
ceived a notice to report for in­ 
duction and must agree to enlist 
for a term of eight years. 
After the initial period of six 
months active duty training, the 
enlistee must participate in at 
least 90 per 
cent of 
scheduled 
drills plus one period each year 
of up to 17 days of active duty, 
or report for 30 days active duty 
training each year. 
During this period of reserve 
status, he may be liable for active 
duty if a national emergency or 
state of war occurs. 
Also, he may drop the program 
at any time to enlist in any regu­ 
lar branch of the armed forces. 


Further details of the program 
are available at the Marine Re­ 
serve training center in Kentfield, 
or at the Army Reserve Center 
at the Presidio in San Francisco.

Firehouse At Third, Union Streets 
Recommended To San Rafael Council 


A new firehouse on city-owned 
property at Third and Union street 
has been recommended by the San 
Rafael Fire Commission and the 
city planning commission. 


The groups met at city hall 
Saturday morning and voted to 
send the recommendation to the 
city council. Two other sites pro­ 
posed but rejected for the time 
being were in the San Quentin 
wye area and a t the city corpora­ 
tion yard on Francisco boulevard. 
The group felt th at these areas are 
on the edge of present develop­ 
ment and would not be centrally 
located. 


Fire commissioners and plan­ 
ners indicated th at the firehouse 
could be manned by five or six 
men with one fire truck and be 
expanded later if the need arose. 
No cost estimates were given, but 
the city has set aside about $190,- 
000 for the development of a city 
hall, firehouee and related im­ 
provements. W alter Castro, chair­ 
man of the fire commission, pre­ 
sided at the meeting. The group 
recommended th at the city coun­ 
cil decide on a firehouse site as 
soon as possible. City Manager 
Wilber Smith said the new fire- 
house could be built within a year.

planners also discussed a third 
possible firehouee in the Gfenwood 


subdivision 
on McNear’s Ranch 
where John P. Stegge plans to 
build 6.000 homes. No action was 
taken on this proposal, pending 
construction of the homes. 
City Planner John Blayney had 
recommended a fire station at San 
Quentin wye because of the high 
value area along Francisco boule­ 


vard. The city planner opined that 
this and the half acre site offered 
by Stegge in the Glenwood sub­ 
division would probably be the 
best locations. 


But the fire commissioners de­ 
cided th at the Third and Union 
street site would oe closer to the 
developed centers of population. 


Town Meeting On 
Youth Delinquency 
To Be Discussed 
Possibility of setting up a coun­ 
ty wide “town meeting on juvenile 
delinquency” will be discussed and 
a possible date set at the meeting 
of the board of supervisors Dec. 6, 
the board decided Thursday night. 
Requests for the town meeting 
came from the three local units 
of the California Council of Par­ 
ents and Teachers. 
When supervisors indicated they 
were favorable to such a meeting, 
Chairman W alter Castro suggest­ 
ed it should be held in January 
and had it put on the Dec. 6 
agenda so th at the exact time 
could be set. 
Delaying the decision until that 
time, it was felt, would give or­ 
ganizations interested and making 
independent studies of the prob­ 
lem, time to complete their re­ 
ports so they would be available. 


An attendance of more than 500 
is expected. Work will be done in 
erosion control, spring develop­ 
ment, fire fighting, trail build­ 
ing and forestry, Cuthbert said. 
.Erosion control will be under 
the guidance of Hilton Taylor and 
Barney Griffin of the U.S. Soil 
Conservation Servioe.

More Beds Needed 
At Marin General 


Marin General Hospital urgent­ 
ly needs additional beds, and the 
hospital board decided last night 
to thrash out the problem with 
the Medical Advisory Board. 
No date for the special meeting 
was set, but board President John 
F. O’Connell announced he would 
call a meeting “some night” to talk 
it over. 
“Tonight we haven’t an empty 
bed in the house,” said Dr. Wilson 
Goddard, medical chief of staff, 
who announced he was requested 
by unanimous vote of the medical 
advisory group to seek more beds 
to meet the “urgent need.” 
In the meantime, at the request 
of the board of directors, Dr. God­ 
dard said he would ask the doc­ 
tors for reports on how many pa­ 
tients are turned away because of 
lack of space. 
* During the last six months, by 
rough count, about 180 or 200 
patients were turned away, Ad­ 
ministrator William Weeks report­ 
ed. He said these figures do not 
give an accurate picture because 
doctors often are too occupied to 


keep official tab of the turnaways. 
Furthermore, when it is known 
that Marin General is full, patients 
go to another hospital without 
seeking entry at Marin General. 
Referring to the figure of 180, 
O’Connell remarked, “Even this 
astounds me . . . I think it would 
be worthwhile to ~et more infor­ 
mation on the number of turn­ 
aways by each doctor.” 
Dr. Goddard cited one example 
of a doctor having to turn down 
six prospective patients in one 
week. 
Overall hospital occupancy rate 
in September was 83.2 per cent as 
compared with 85.2 per cent in 
August, Weeks reported. But this 
month the utilization rate was 
running about 85.5 per cent again. 


In September, surgical and med­ 
ical wards ran better than 95 per 
cent

Pork-Buying Program 


WASHINGTON 
(U.P.) — Leaders 
in the nation s hog belt generally 
applauded the adm inistrator’s new 
pork-buying program today but 
some said it is too little and too 
late. 


Secretary of Agriculture Ezra T. 
Benson announced the program 
late yesterday in an effort to give 
sagging hog prices a boost and to 
give M idwestern hog raisers a po­ 
litical lift. 


Under the program, the govern­ 
m ent will “as soon as practicable ’ 
begin buying about 85 million dol­ 


lars worth of dressed pork and 
lard to “assist farm ers in adjust­ 
ing their production to m arket de­ 
m and.” 
E. Howard Hill, president of the 
Iowa Farm Bureau Federation, said 
“I ’m glad -they’re moving on it. 
This is a good move.” B ut Fred 
Stover, 
president 
of 
the 
Iowa 
Farm ers Union, called the action 
“entirely too little and too late.” 
Republican members of the Sen­ 
ate Agriculture Committee, in M in­ 
nesota on a grass roots survey of 
farm opinion, were reported re­ 
lieved a t Benson’s announcem ent. 


Pentagon Admits Senators 
Didn't Ask Special Plane 


WASHINGTON (JP) — The De­ 
fense D epartm ent says it—and not 
two indignant Democratic senators 
—is responsible for a $10,000 spe­ 
cial plane flight to 
bring 
them 
home from Europe. 


The Pentagon put out its public 
apology yesterday not long after 
Sens. John McClellan 
(D-Ark.), 
and John Stennis (D-Miss.) step­ 
ped off a 
regularly 
scheduled 
M ilitary Air T ransport 
Service 
plane from Paris. 
McClellan and Stennis bridled 
a t reports they had 
demanded 
special treatm ent. Earlier, the D e­ 
fense D epartm ent had said it dis­ 
patched a 66-passen|er plane to 
pick up the touring Senate Ap­ 
propriations Committee members 
at M adrid because it didn’t have 
regular transport from th a t area 
on the dates the senators wanted 
to return. 
The new Pentagon 
statem ent 
said th at the request 
of 
Sen. 
Dennis Chavez (D-N.M.), another 
Appropriations Committee member 
who plans to fly back from Europe 
Nov. 3, a special flight planned to 
fetch him has been canceled. 
Chavez said last week he had 
“requested nothing” by the way of 
a special flight. The round-trip 
costs for the two big four-engine 
craft had been estim ated at $20,- 
000. 


McClellan suggested to newsmen 
th a t the Republicans in charge of 
the Defense D epartm ent 
m ight 
have been trying to em barrass the 
returning travelers, who have been 
abroad with their wives on com­ 
m ittee business and thus entitled 
to free government transportation. 
“If there was any intent to em­ 
barrass me, I positively refuse to 
be em barrassed by it,” McClellan 
said. “I t’s their m istake—there’s 
no m istake on our part.” 


Stennis said it was “utterly u n ­ 


tru e” th a t he had declined to w ait 
for a scheduled flight or th a t he 
put in a special request. He added: 
“The idea of a special 
plane 
coming from W ashington to M a­ 
drid for this purpose was unthink­ 
able, was 
not 
mentioned, 
and 
would have been rejected imme­ 
diately by me had it been sug­ 
gested . . . ”

(JP)— Daring oil 
field fire-fighters swarmed to this 
little east Texas town today for a 
desperate effort at snuffing out a 
runaway well throwing a plume of 
burning gas 200 feet into the air. 
The towering torch lighted the 
entire community all night. 
The well has spewed only burn­ 
ing gas into the air, causing much 
excitement but little damage to the 
surrounding town of 2,000. 
A change in the underground 
pressure could force great stream s 
of oil from the well and send waves 
of the burning fluid over nearby 
streets and lots. 
Three fram e houses and one 
brick home are in the immediate 
danger area. Their residents were 
evacuated.

West Marin 
Gas Plant 
Zoning Denied 


Light industrial zoning to perm it 
M cPhail Fuel Co. to build a gas 
storage and operating plant at 
Point Reyes Station to serve the 
West M arin area was again denied 
yesterday by M arin County P lan­ 
ning Commission. 
The application had been denied 
by planners at an earlier meeting, 
appealed to the board of super­ 
visors 
and 
returned 
from 
the 
board yesterday with the recom ­ 
m endation th a t planners approve 
it. 
However, planners yielded to the 
protests of num erous residents in 
the community who claimed th a t 
not only would their residential 
property values suffer, but th at 
there are plenty of other nearby 
areas properly zoned for the plant. 
The proposed location is on the 
south side of the county road to 
Inverness about 100 feet west of 
the intersection w ith Highway 1. 
E. C. Brown, representing Me 
Phail, said he has been unable to 
obtain another site w ithout buying 
several times the am ount of land 
needed. 
Because of the delay, Brown 
predicted th a t service this w inter 
to the W est M arin area would 
suffer. N atural gas is not avail­ 
able in the area and m ost homes 


that the school district acquired 
the property in the 1870s with the 
provision that the property would 
revert to the heirs if it were used 
for any other purpose than a 
school. 
The complaint points out that the 
Novato Unified School District on 
Jan. 11 this year passed a resolu­ 
tion to abandon the 3.86 acres on 
Highway 101 and Grant avenue as 
soon as offioe space was available 
at Hill School. 
Title to the property has been 
in dispute since M arch when the 
district’s administrative o f f i c e s 
moved out of the building and into 
Hill School.

Should Marin General Hospital 
get a machine for electrical tracing 
of the brain, and if so, should 
doctors from out of county be 
hired under contract to operate 
it? 


These questions were discussed 
last night at a meeting of the 
hospital board held at the hos­ 
pital. 


The directors felt they needed 
more inform ation on how much 
use such a m achine would have 
before m aking a decision. Dr. W il­ 
son Goddard, medical chief of 
staff, said he would appoint a 
study committee to report back at 
the next meeting. 
The m achine in question is the 
electroencephalograph, u s e d on 
the brain in the way th a t an 
electrocardiograph is used for the 
heart. Dr. Goddard explained th at 
the 
instrum ent 
is 
of 
valuable 
diagnostic help. B rain damage or 
tum or can sometimes be detected 
by the m achine and located pre­ 
cisely, he declared. 
Two San Francisco doctors have 
offered to install a m achine and 
operate it for 10 years, w ith the 
hospital to collect fees and split 
them w ith the two doctors. 


M arion C. Ibach, secretary of 
the board, posed several questions. 
W hat provisions are made for bad 
debts? W hat check rein will the 
hospital have on expenses of the 
m achine? 


O ther directors felt th a t a 10- 
year contract m ight be too long 
since M arin itself may have m any 


doctors specializing in th a t field 
in a few years. 
Dr. G o d d a r d reported that 
M arin now has one brain special­ 
ist 
and will 
undoubtedly have 
more in years to come. 
“If we have the doctors, I*d be 
in favor of underw riting the cost 
of the m achine (about $8.000) our­ 
selves,” said Director Edwin B.

Dr. Goddard said several M arin 
doctors have indicated they are 
not in favor of having out-of­ 
county specialists coming in to 
operate such a m achine.

Dr. Goddard said 
he sends about two or three a 
year to San Francisco, but he ia 
sure there would be more request» 
if the m achine were located in 
the county.

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EDITORIAL OPINION 
State Body Exceeds Right In 
Ordering Deputies To Confab 


Autocratic 
summoning of 
13 deputies 
from the county assessor’s office to a three- 
day Board of Equalization meeting in San 
Francisco spotlights once more the infringe­ 
ment ol bureaucratic state agencies on the 
internal workings of county government. 
Whether or not the summonses were issued 
legally (Marin supervisors have asked the 
district attorney to check into this phase of 
the matter), the implications of them cannot 
be overlooked. 
In essence, the state has moved in, perhaps 
at the request of Assessor George Hall, and 
expropriated about half of the assessor's 
staff, including all the department heads. It 
ordered them to a certain place at a certain 
time and at the expense of the Marin tax­ 
payers. There has been no consultation with 
the supervisors to see if this would cripple 
business in M arin, if the county has enough 
money to pay their expenses, or if the super­ 
visors want them to go. T he action gives our 
local government officials no say as to how 
our money will be spent. 
It makes no difference that the convention 
is just across the Golden Gate and that, as 
H all says, all 13 deputies probably will never 
be gone at the same time or for the full three 
days. If it is possible for them to be sum­ 
moned to San Francisco this time, it is just 


as possible they can be summoned to San 
Diego or Eureka the next time. If the board 
must pay bridge tolls and lunch tabs this 
time, next time it might have to pay sleeper 
accomodations, hotel bills, and all meals. 
And all the time this staff is away from 
their jobs, their salaries go on. 
The question is not whether the meetings 
called by the Board of Equalization to dis­ 
cuss problems and explain procedures are 
valuable to the workers. The main point is 
that the board of supervisors should decide 
whether or not deputies should attend, and 
how many. It is not a decision for either the 
Board of Equalization or the county assessor 
to make. 
We can understand that the chief officer, 
and possibly his chief deputy, should be 
susceptible to being summoned. This would 
insure representatives from every county, 
although some particular board of super­ 
visors might be allergic to conventions. 
Beyond that the state body should not go. 
If this current action is legal, we must pass 
legislation banning it, and soon. We may 
wake up one morning and find some high­ 
flying Sacramento bureaucrat has taken a 
whole county department to Lake Tahoe for 
a month-long “ meeting” at the expense of 
the taxpayers. 


Big 4 To Keep Door Open 


The Big Four foreign ministers may not 
come to any hard and fast agreement on 
disarmament, a main item on the agenda for 
their meeting Thursday, in Geneva, but the 
door will probably be kept open to an agree­ 
ment eventually. 
T h is conclusion is based both on Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s letter of Oct. 12 to Soviet 
Premier Nikolai A. Bulganin and on state­ 
ments afterwards by both Russian and Amer­ 
ican participants in disarmament negotia­ 
tions. 
In his letter to Bulganin, President Eisen­ 
hower conditionally agreed to a Soviet pro­ 
posal for a U.S.-Soviet exchange of “ inspec­ 
tion teams at key points in our countries.” 
We could accept the proposal, wrote the 
President, if Bulganin felt that its acceptance 
“would help to create the better spirit” the 
President had advocated last July at the 
Geneva “ sum m it” conference. At Geneva 
President Eisenhower had proposed the ex-

change of “complete blueprints of our m ili­ 
tary establishments” 
and m utual “ aerial 
reconnaissance.” 
Four days after this letter, Arkady A. 
Sobolev, Soviet delegate to the U .N ., cited 
to a forum in New York the recent “ narrow­ 
ing of the gap” between U.S. and Russian 
positions on “ a whole series of fundamental 
questions of the disarmament program.” As 
a result, said Sobolev, “ it may be said that 
all prerequisites for reaching agreement on 
fundamental questions exist.” 
H arold E. Stassen, the President’s “ Secre­ 
tary of Peace,” who heads the U.S. team at 
the U.N . disarmament talks, reminded the 
same audience of the President’s “ atoms-for- 
peace” proposal of Dec. 8, 1953. Stassen 
called atoms-for-peace the “ principle” on 
which the cornerstone of the “ new age” will 
be built. 
T he next step is up to the foreign m in­ 
isters.

SACRAMENTO 
(CNS) — The 
practice of donating blood for 
relatives, friends, or others who 
might 
need 
transfusions 
has 
gained widespread popularity in 
late years, particularly during 
World War II, when donors gave 
freely to the Red Cross for use 
of the armed forces. 


Most donors felt the gift of a 
pint of blood now and again was 
something other than a com­ 
mercial operation, albeit there 
were some who received money 
for the donation, particularly to 
private hospitals. These were 
known as professional donors. 


SEVERAL THINGS have oc­ 
curred lately to create a change 
in the blood picture, notably the 
commercialization of the enter­ 
prise in at least one area of Cal­ 
ifornia; and the other, the grow­ 
ing use of hospital insurance 
which covers all expenses, even 
blood transfusions. 
The “Dos Palos Star,” and 
“Firebaugh Journal,” newspapers 
published in Merced and Fresno 
counties, are in the process of 
printing a series of stories on the 
competition in Fresno county for 
blood. 


“Needed or not,” says one of 
the articles, “there are four blood 
banks in Fresno today, with two 
showing a lively keeness for bus­ 
iness that would do credit to 
rival automobile dealers. While 
doctors are aware of this mud­ 
dled situation in the 
Fresno 
blood bank field, one that should 
as blameless as Caesar’s wife, 
most laymen are not. 


“To them, this news of rivalry 
may come as something of a 
shock. Such reaction is reason­ 
able since the majority of donors 
are altruistic in their motives. 
They give to save a life.” 


BLOOD BANKS in some other 
sections of California are some­ 
what disturbed over the multi­ 
plicity of sources in Fresno, for 
the bank system in California is 
interlocking. In other words, a 
donor in Los Angeles, for ins­ 
tance, can give in that city, and 
have the gift credited to a pa­ 
tient in Sacramento, or any oth­ 
er city where there exists a bank 
within the system. When banks 
operate outside the system, as 
they can and do, then confusion 
on the credit is apt to ensue. 


Donors, the article points out, 
should make certain that proper 
credits are ensured before a gift 
of blood is made. 


THE SECOND CHANGE in 
operations, which is gradually 
taking over involves health in­ 
surance. Since health insurance 
pays hospital expenses, and no 
rebates are available for donated 
blood, it appear uselss therefore 


for a donor to help a friend who 
is protected by this type of in­ 
surance. 
As a result, some banks are 
finding themselves at the point 
where they are, as one manager 
put it, “getting more money than 
blood.” This, it was pointed out, 
may in time force the system of 
banks to go into the purchase of 
reserve blood from professional 
donors, an activity which would 
take away the pleasure of help­ 
ing out by saving a life. 


Actually, the operation of a 
blood bank necessitates consid­ 
erable outlay for supplies, equip­ 
ment and personnel. It cannot be 
operated on 100 per cent altruis­ 
tic principles, for the simple 
reason that the people who oper­ 
ate have to eat the same as any­ 
one else, ahd the people ^ho sup­ 
ply equipment have to be paid. 
This explains the $7.50 service 
fee for taking a pint of blood. 
And if a professional donor is 
used, the charge varies, being 
normally around $25. In any 
event, donating, still is a worthy 
cause.

General, Edmund G. Brown, has 
ruled himself out as a candi­ 
date for the U.S. Senate seat 
now held by Sen. Thomas H. 
Kuchel (R-Calif.). 


Brown, who had been urged to 
run for the seat, said he couldn’t 
enter the Senate race because he 
was too busy in his state office 
and in organizing a California 
delegation to support Adlai Ste­ 
venson as Democratic candidate 
for President. 
But Brown indicated the Dem­ 
ocrats don’t intend to let Kuchel 
keep the seat by default. Browrn 
named as potential Democratic 
candidates Dan Kimball of Los 
Angeles, former Secretary of the 
Navy; and State Sens. Richard 
Richards of Los 
Angeles 
and 
Robert I. 
McCarthy 
of 
San 
Francisco. 


BROWN, THE ONLY Demo­ 
crat holding statewide office, may 
alsd have been reluctant to make 
the Senate race becaifcse it would 
have meant his resignation as 
Attorney General if he won over 
Kuchel. If 
he 
resigned 
that 
would permit Gov. Goodwin J. 
Knight to 
name 
a 
successor, 
presumably a Republican. 
Political observers believe that 
another factor holding Brown 
back from the Senate race is 
that he desires to run for gov­ 
ernor in 1958. His post as Attor­ 
ney General affords an excel­ 
lent platform to keep him be­ 
fore California voters. 
Brown started in political life 
as 
district 
attorney 
for 
San 
Francisco. He was first elected in 
1943 and was re-elected in 1947. 
He ran for attorney general in 
1946, but was solidly trounced by 
Frederick N. Howser. 
But after a stormy, headline- 
punctuated four years, Howser 
was unable to get even his own 
Republican party nomination in 
1950. Browrn won by a comfor­ 
table 250,000 vote« over Edward

The authority of this commit­ 
tee stems from a Presidential Ex­ 
ecutive Order providing that ev­ 
ery contractor or sub-contractor 
doing business with or for the 
Federal government, whether the 
contract involves 10 cents or 
$10,000,000,000, undertakes to see 
that in the performance there 
will be no “discrimin; 
on against 
any employee or application for 
employment because of race, re­ 
ligion, color or national origin.” 
One Negro leader remarked to 
me the other day: “I really 
didn’t believe it could be done. 
I am amazed and excited by the 
results.” 
I suspect that the President 
did not at the time realize how 
far-ranging the leadership and

would bQ when, refusing to sup­

coercive 
legislation, 
he 
pledged tha* whereve- the Fed­ 
eral 
government touched this 
problem 
of 
discrimination 
it 
would set a radiant standard of 
good conduct.

non-discrir* ‘nation affecting at 
least 50,000. 00 workers. 
The policy of non-discrimina­ 
tion cannot, of course—even if 
industry wanted to do so—ba 
limited to those who are direct­ 
ly working on a government con­ 
tract. That is one of the power­ 
ful and hidden keys to the “mir­ 
acle.” It may be that only 10 
per cent or 1 per cent of a firm’s 
business is with the government, 
but when its employment policy 
is non-discriminatory, it has to 
apply to all its employment. It 
does. 
Since 
1953 
the 
President’s 
Committee on Government con­ 
tracts has been steadily, patient­ 
ly, 
unyieldingly 
pressing 
the 
cause of non-discrimination. It 
has relied largely on education* 
persuasion and voluntary com­ 
pliance. But it hasn’t refrained 
from lighting fires under the 
highest contracting officials of 
the government and seeing that 
they toe the line. It handles com­ 
plaints responsively and vigor­ 
ously. 
Progress has been so substan­ 
tial that the problems it faces 
are rarely any longer in the field 
of employment but in promotion, 
upgrading and apprenticeship. 


SYMBOLIC OF the extent to 
which business has rallied and 
been rallied to the cause of non­ 
discrimination is the fact that 
more than fifty executive offic­ 
ers of big and little business met 
with the Vice President and his 
committee today to pool their 
ideas and their experience on 
how to do a still better job of 
developing “Equal Job Oppor­ 
tunity Programs.” They have 
come to see that non-discrimin­ 
ation isn’t some reformer’s plot, 
isn’t something just nice to have, 
but is something good for the 
community, good for industry, 
good for labor and good for the 
United States economically and 
morally. As Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell has put it: “Neither the 
nation nor industry can afford 
to waste the skills of 6,800,000 
Negroes.” 
This industry-government con­ 
ference was to end with a pri­ 
vate dinner and evening with 
the President. When Mr. Eisen­ 
hower was stricken and couldn’t 
be present, these business exe­ 
cutives were asked if they would 
prefer to postpone their meeting. 
They preferred no such thing.

KUCHEL, 
WHO 
presumably 
will be a candidate to succeed 
himself, entered politics as an 
assemblyman in 193C. He was 
reelected in 1938 and in 194n was 
elected to the state Senate. He 
was appointed state controller 
by then-Gov. Earl Warren in 
1946. He won reelection in 1946 
and 1950, taking the nomina­ 
tion of both parties. 
Kuchel was appointed to the 
U.S. Senate by Warren when 
Richard M. Nixon, then a sena­ 
tor, was elected Vice President. 
Under the law, he had to run 
for the seat in 1954. In a vig­ 
orous campaign he won out over 
the Democratic candidate, Rep. 
Sam Yorty by a margin of more 
than 302,000 votes. 
It may be considered signifi­ 
cant that Brown failed to list 
Yorty as a potential candidate.

New paints and 
other surface coatings, as well as 
new construction materials and 
methods are being tested m la­ 
boratories. 


IN ADDITION TO spectacular 
damage and destruction of many 
buildings 
and 
bridges, 
heavy 
rains and floods have ruined 
countless driveways, cellar walls 
and floors and house roofs this 
year. So, many a home owner is 
more storm conscious than ever. 


Sturdy house building is very 
much more in the minds of 
would-be home owners now. Con­ 
tractors say that one housing 
development lost roofs in whole­ 
sale quantities in one of the big 
blows 
because 
builders 
had 


skimped on roof nails. 
A lot of ideas on making big 
buildings hurricane resistant art 
being pushed. 


A NEW YORK skyscraper, the 
Socony Mobil Building, a 45- 
story stainless steel clad office 
structure, will boast 3,200 “hurri­ 
cane resistant” windows. Ona 
of the secrets is a double gasket 
seal of polyvinyl chloride. 
The Truscan Steel division o! 
the Republic Steel Corp. which 
designed and made them says it 
had them tested by the Univer­ 
sity of Miami. Wind and water 
were hurled against sample win­ 
dows at velocities equal to a 145- 
mile-an-hour storm. Air pres­ 
sure against the quarter-inch 
plate glass was around two thirds 
of a ton. 
The steel industry is touting 
the use of more steel reinforce­ 
ment in concrete in highways, 
driveways and foundations. This 
summer’s storms left miles ol 
roadbeds piles of rubble. Under­ 
mining 
by 
floods 
is another 
problem, but the steelmen saji 
many road surfaces could have 
been saved with greater use oi 
welded wire fabric in the ce­ 
ment.

Parnow Reminds 
Of New Laws 


Many motorists have failed to 
realize the changes in the ve­ 
hicle code according to Capt. T. F. 
Parnow, commanding officer of 
the California Highway Patrol’s 
San Rafael area. 
“Despite extensive publicity giv­ 
en to the new and revised sec­ 
tions of the vehicle code, many 
motorists continue to drive in vio­ 
lation of these sections.” 
“Section 525.1 of the 
vehicle 
code,” said Parnow, “is particular­ 
ly stressed in an effort to avoid 
the congestion caused by drivers 
who drive at reduced speed. This 
causes the motorists who drive 
more closely to the legal speed 
limit to take unnecessary chances 
in order to pass.” 
The code requires any vehicle 
driven on a highway, at less than 
the normal speed of traffic, to 
be driven in the right hand lane 
nearest the right curb or edge of 
the roadway, except when passing 
or preparing to make a left turn. 
This section primarily concerns 
the multiple lane highway. 
In addition. Section 514 of the 
vehicle code states that no person 
shall drive upon a highway at 
such a slow speed as to impede or 
block the normal and reasonable 
movement of traffic, except when 
such reduced speed is necessary for 
safe operation.

VISALIA (U.RV—The most finan- 
cially-solid golf club in the world 
may be located at Visalia. 
It’s the Visalia Country Club, 
an organization that really “has 
It made.” 
While golfers throughout the 
nation ponder the high cost of the 
game and club directors battle to 
keep their organizations from go­ 
ing deeper into the red in most 
cases, the Visalia Country Club 
recently built a fine, new modern­ 
istic club house and added nine 
holes — and still doesn’t owe a 
dimel 
How do they do it? 
“We’ve had the same men run­ 
ning this club for a quarter of a 
century,” says head professional 
and club manager John Keogh, 
who has been on the job here 23 
years. 
“Our people found that they 
had good businessmen running 
the organization and there have 
been no inside political scrambles 
for the top offices. These men 
have been doing a wonderful, 
business-like job and we’ve found 
no need to change officers every 
year or two, like many clubs do. 
If you have a successful business 
corporation, you don’t change the 
executives every year, do you? 
Our very capable president is J. T. 
Crowe, an attorney. 
Admittedly, the Visalia club 
got off to a pretty good start 
when Mrs. R. E. Hyde, a wealthy 
civic-minded pioneer who thought 
there should be a golf course in 
Visalia, gave the organizers 116 
acres of land, which was to be 
paid for at the rate of $200 per 
month for 35 years. That’s cheap­ 
er than the taxes on most clubs. 
But look at some of the other 
costs on the club. 
A proprietary membership costs 
only $250, and the dues for local 
members are only $9 per month 
(compared with an average of 
about $35 at most clubs). There 
are 500 members. 
To run the club, there are 16 
employees: Keogh and his assj^- 
ant professional; a caddy-master, 
caddy assistant, three persons in 
the kitchen, a bartender, secretary 
and eight men who work on the 
grounds. 
When the club decided to build 
a new club house, donations were 
asked from the members and the 
$70.000 was collected in no time— 
with the top donation being limit­ 
ed to $750. The architect donated 
his services and the club house 
was built at cost. 
“We 
keep 
this 
place 
pretty 
much as strictly a golf club,” says 
Keogh. “We don’t go in much for 
social a c t i v i t i e s . We have no 
swimming pool, no bridge lunch­ 
eon groups and no women’s par­ 
ties. Our members come here to 
play golf.” 
The club income is around $60,- 
000 per year—and right now there 
is a surplus in the treasury of be­ 
tween $15,000 and $20,000. 
So, if your club has been having 
financial w o r r i e s , maybe they 
should get in touch with Mr. 
Keogh to get straightened out.

“I can’t promise I’ll knock him 
out but I’ll be trying,” Robinson 
says with obvious determination. 
“But now I know I can go the dis­ 
tance, so I’m confident of victory 
either way.” 
That, he’ll tell you, 1» wrhy five 
of his tuneup bouts went all the 
way to his decision. 
“I had to see if I coaid go 10 
rounds,” he explains. “I know I 
can, and even go 15, and roy re­ 
flexes and my punch are as good 
as ever.” 
There were those who told Rob­ 
inson to hang them up when, after 
winning from Joe Rindorte in Jan­ 
uary, he lost his second bout to 
Tiger Jones. - 
After that, though, Robinson 
won from Johnny Lombardo, scor­ 
ed a three-round technical knock­ 
out over Ted Olla and since has 
dusted off Garth Panter and, in 
a surprising win at San Fran­ 
cisco, won from 
rugged 
Rocky 
Castellani. 
“I wasn’t shooting for knockouts 
in those bouts,” he insists. “I was 
testing myself. Now I ’m satlified 
that I’m ready.” 
If he isn’t, and make* a poor 
fight, it will be added testimony 


to support the contention 
that 
“they never come back.” And 
Robinson will have no excuse. 
Robinson believes 
that 
Olson, 
who scaled 170 for his recent kayo 
by Archie Moore, is having weight- 
making troubles to get down to the 
160-pound limit. 
"I’m not underestimating Ol­ 
son,” he says, “because he’s a 
fighter who really keeps busy. But 
he’s not a knockout puncher.” 
Sugar Ray has had 138 winning 
bouts and lost only four. Of hi* 
victories, 88 were by knockout*. 
Satisfied that his legs are all 
right, he is concentrating on the 
heavy bag. That’* the on« Joe 
Louis always called the “knock­ 
out sharpener.” 
Sugar Ray ob­

Harold Philby, former first secre­ 
tary of the embassy in Washing­ 
ton, as being the “third man“ in 
the case. 
Burgess 
and 
M aclean, 
high 
ranking British Foreign Office of­ 
ficials, disappeared in May, 1951. 
They are presumed to be behind 
the Iron Curtain. 
A recent government white paper 
accused them of spying for 
the 
Kremlin for many years. 
Shortly after Parliament recon­ 
vened from its two-month sum­ 
mer recess, Lipton tangled with 
Prime Minister Anthony Eden on 
the spy case. 
Eden rejected a demand by the 
Laborite for the appointment of a 
special parliamentary committee 
to investigate the case. The Prime 
Minister added:

take the view that it is desirable 
to have a debate on this subject, 
in which I personally, as prime

Burgess and MacLean

Scenery Binge In Dazzling Autumn 


Colors Causes Absolute Giddyness 


These golden October days with 
the mountains clothed defiantly 
in scarlet and orange, have turned 
me into a shamless putter-offer 
and I find myself using as an 
emergency any kind of excuse to 
get outdoors. 
So, a few days back, a chance 
remark about an occasional piece 
of “cow architecture“ to be found 
in a neighboring county was more 
than enough to cause me to drop 
everything and rush forth into the 
blazing autumn highways and by­ 
ways. 
I found the cow architecture, 
too One red hawthome was shap­ 
ed like an hourglass, another for 
ill the world like a colonial lady 
in hoop skirt, prime examples of 
the topiary work oi grazing cattle. 
The animals enjoy nipping the 
succulent hawthorne shoots they 
can reach and under this con­ 
stant pruning the shrub develops 
thick balls of foliage close to the 
ground. Meantime, branches out 
of bovine reach shoot upward, 
completing the picture. 
But even cow architecture seem­ 
ed anticlimactic after the ride 
over the winding Catskill moun­ 
tain and valley trails at the peak 
of the fall color. Birch, beech and 
poplars with their yellow foliage 
lit shady sections of the road like 
floodlights. But most dramatic 
were the maples, oaks, sumac and 
dogwood. 
Some of the red maples, outer 
leaves flaming crimson against a 
background of clean hard green 
looked from a distanoe like'Christ­ 
mas trees hung with red balls, 


while bunched stands of wild 
cherry trees could almost be mis­ 
taken for spring’s forsythia, they 
were so deeply and gaily yellow. 
Here and there clumps of oak 
and sumac, shading from the oak’s 
bronze to the hunter’s-cap red 
of sumac made dramatic contrast 
against the frosted green of the 
pines and the emerald depths of 
hemlocks and spruces. 
So richly colored were they that 
it was impossible to feel unfriend­ 
ly toward even poison ivy or the 
too-ubiquitous 
Virginia 
creeper. 
Wine-colored poison ivy festooned 
the gray trunks of ancient gnarled 
apple trees, long abandoned to the 
windfall-hunting deer. And near­ 
by, a mailbox on a stump was 
furled with the scarlet of the Vir­ 
ginia creeper. 
But star billing in the annual 
show must go this year as every 
year to the infinite variety of the 
sugar maples. Before you had more 
than caught your breath after 
coming upon a tree entirely dress­ 
ed in purest orange, you would lose 
it again over one of palest green 
under yellow, like chartreuse. 
And, as so often happens, at 
journey’s end I found the best of 
all right at home—a dazzling 
necklace of melted topaz, garnet, 
emerald and gold stretching all 
the way round the mountains that 
encircle the house. 
So if I sound a little giddy, it’s 
only the harmless effect of my 
scenery binge—a good soul-cleans­ 
ing intoxication which overcomes 
me in October every year.

recent change in the program per­ 
m its students who soon will have 
the necessary education require­ 
m ents or who will have the re­ 
quirem ents w ithin the next 90 
days to apply for the flight tra in ­ 
ing program during their current 
semester of shcool.

for a term of eight years. 
After the initial period of six 
m onths active duty training, the 
enlistee m ust participate in 
at 
least 90 per 
cent of 
scheduled 
drills plus one period each year 
of up to 17 days of active duty, 
or report for 30 days active duty 
training each year. 


During this period of reserve 
status, he may be liable for active 
duty if a national emergency or 
state of war occurs. 
Also, he may drop the program 
at any time to enlist in any regu­ 
lar branch of the armed forces. 


Further details of the program 
are available at the Marine Re­ 
serve training center in Kentfield, 
or at the Army Reserve Center 
at the Presidio in San Francisco.
